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OVERTIME BONUS PAY APPROVED 
FOR SNOW REMOVAL WORKMEN

At the regular City Council meeting Monday, Feb. 7, Mayor 
Edgar Smith and all members of Council praised the Public Works 
staff for their outstanding job of snow removal during the recent 
blizzard and approved a bonus of an extra half-hour's pay for 
each hour worked during Saturday, Sunday and Monday around- 
the-clock operation. The men worked from a minimum of 16 hours 
to a maximum of 41 hours per man. Included in the praises and 
the bonus pay was the Director of Public Works, A. S. Attick. 
The total snow removal for the period cost the City approximately 


$350. for extra salaries. 

The setting up of future special 
meeting dates for City Council and 
its various advisory committees 
and recreation groups seemed to be 
the major task at this meeting. All 
members of Council were present 
The following dates were approved 
for special meetings: 

Boys Club and Little League - 
middle of April. 

G.H.I. Coordinating Committee -

Meeting with Personnel Commit¬ 
tee - Tues., March 1.

Under committee reports the 
APB presented their report to 
Council on the request of the Senior 
Citizens Housing Co-op location on 
park land between the new north 
parking area and Braden field. The 
report was accepted and put on the 
agenda for Council meeting of 
Feb. 21. 

Only one member of the School 
Board. Mrs. J. S. Yuill, accepted 
City Council’s invitation to attend 
the special meeting on school sites 
scheduled for Tuesday, Feb. 8, but 
the School Board replied by invit¬ 
ing City Council to meet with them 
at a later date. Several letters were 
read, however, from delegates to 
the Legislature expressing their in¬ 
tention of attending Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

School Architect 

On the subject of school sites in 
parcel 2, the City Manager, James 
Giese, informed council of a recent 
conversation he had with Dennis 
Madden, the architect for the pro¬ 
posed high school. The initial build¬ 
ings will accommodate 1800 stu¬ 
dents, with a possible expansion to 
2400, built in units to house 600 
students and set around central 
buildings. The architect felt that 
parcel 2 lent itself more favorably 
to this type of structure than the 
Beltway-Lake site. 

Councilman Francis W. White 
suggested that it might be advis¬ 
able for council to refer the sub¬ 
ject of streets and walks for the 
parcel 2 site to the APB in order 
that they might come up with a 
report and time table in time for 
budget consideration if any prob¬ 
lems are in need of early considera¬ 
tion. Mayor Smith stated he feared 
that any council action on this mat¬ 
ter would be untimely and might in¬ 
dicate submission to the Board of 
Education on the school site loca¬ 
tion. It was suggested by Council¬ 
man Champion, and generally 
agreed, that the subject of streets 
and sidewalks might best be dis¬ 
cussed with APB at a meeting set 
up after the proposed meeting with 
GHI Coordinating Committee to 
discuss courts, parking and walk¬ 
ways, etc. 

The subject of a settlement with 
Ira C. Rigger, Inc. on the liquidated 
damages for not completing the 
pool by the contract date was re¬ 
ferred back to the City Manager 
for further negotiation. 

City Council clarified the terms 
of the two recent appointees to 
the APB and agreed that the ex¬ 
piration date for the term of Mr. 
Joseph Comproni would be October 
1967 and that of Mr. George Neu¬ 
mann would be October 1968. 


The City Manager submitted 
recommendations for reclassifica¬ 
tion of a number of positions in the 
city’s classification plan, and ex¬ 
plained that the recommendations 
would cost the city about $2,600.00 
during the current fiscal year, 
which would mean an increase in 
the salary budget of $8,000.00 each 
year. The recommendations did 
not include an overall salary in¬ 
crease at this time, but the Man¬ 
ager indicated that he had in mind 
a recommendation at the time of 
his budget submission. An execu¬ 
tive session was set up with the 
Manager to discuss the proposed 
salary structure. 


Police Recruitment Drive 

Prince Georges Police began on 
Jan. 25 a county-wide recruitment 
drive, designed to increase its force 
and enable it to cope with the ris¬ 
ing crime rate in the county. 

The drive follows a report made 
last Dec. which showed that Prince 
Georges County had about twice 
the crime rate of adjacent Mont¬ 
gomery County. One reason seem¬ 
ed to be the size of the police force: 
while Montgomery employed 384 
policemen, Prince Georges, with 
slightly larger population, had only 
276, short 49 of its authorized 
strength. 

The reaction of the County Com¬ 
missioners to the report was 
prompt They instituted a study of 
the county’s police force, opened 
a recruitment drive to fill the 
vacancies and also raised police 
salaries to the highest level in the 
Washington area. The starting 
salary on the force is now $6100 - up 
$860 from last year - while higher 
ranks received proportionate in¬ 
creases, up to that of the deputy 
chief - the highest merit system 
position - which receives a $1500 
raise to $15,100. 

Commenting on the drive, County 
Commissioner M. Bayne Brook said 
“We had a choice of easing up our 
requirements or increasing the 
salaries. We have increased the 
salaries, and we feel this will at¬ 
tract the caliber of men we want 
and need.” 

More than 50 applications have 
already been received. Young men 
between the ages 21-30 who would 
like to learn more about a career 
with the county’s police force are 
urged to call RE 5-3400. 

Circuit Court Hearing 
Postponed to Feb. 21 

The Circuit Court hearing on the 
Golden Triangle zoning appeal filed 
by the city has been postponed to 
Monday, Feb. 21. 10 a.m. at Upper 
Marlboro. The blizzard of last week 
caused the postponement of the 
original Feb. 3 hearing date. 

The city is seeking a reversal of 
last July’s ruling of the County 
Commissioners (sitting as the Dis¬ 
trict Council) zoning the 57-acre 
Golden Triangle for a regional 
shopping center (General Commer¬ 
cial C-2). Both the city’s own mas¬ 
ter plan and the MNCPPC Area 
13 Plan opposed such zoning for 
this area bounded by Greenbelt Rd.. 
Kenilworth Ave., and the Capital 
Beltway.

Remove the lock from the bath¬ 
room door if you have small chil¬ 
dren—the Rescue Squad was called 
last week to release a 2-year-old 
child who had locked herself in the 
bathroom.

Treat an aerosol can 
as you would a bomb in your 
house, says the Fire Dept. 

Several serious auto accidents 
have occured on the very thin 
coating of ice that forms on streets 
late in the day as the temperature 
goes down below freezing. 

Fire Chief Dutton reminds citi¬ 
zens in the event of snow, not to 
block streets or court entrances. If 
your car should stall, move it A 
number of courts were blocked 
several days during the recent 
snow storms, endangering those 
homes past the stalled cars. 

Is there a fire hydrant near your 
home? Please make a note of 
where it is and keep it clear of 
snow; it might save your home 
from burning to the ground while 
firemen hunt for the hydrant. 

A growing number of fires are 
due to faulty furnaces. Make sure 
there is no rubbish or trash near 
your furnace that could easily 
catch fire. Keep your furnaces in 
good working order.

Offers by City, GHI May 
Reopen Scheol Lecatien 

A surprise offer by Charles Schwan, on behalf of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., to purchase the proposed senior high school site on 
parcel 2 near the city sanitary landfill (trash dump) climaxed a 
3-hour mass protest meeting at the Municipal Building on Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 8. Four county school board members, eight mem* 
bers from the County Delegation to the General Assembly, State 
Senator Fred Wineland and County School Superintendent William 
S. Schmidt with his staff attended the meeting, which had been 
called by the city council to work out a satisfactory solution to the 
senior high school problem. The more than 250 Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents present were highly critical of the school board’s handling 
of the affair. 


The GHI offer was made in an 
effort to forestall construction of 
a school site that the city and lo¬ 
cal civic groups consider complete¬ 
ly unacceptable because of traf¬ 
fic and safety problems. 

Schwan had earlier in the meet¬ 
ing offered to make available to 
the school board at a nominal price 
a parcel of GHI-owned property 
for an elementary school as an in¬ 
ducement to the school board to 
move the senior high school to a 
location favored by the city near 
the Capital Beltway overlooking 
Greenbelt Lake. Both offers are 
subject to the approval of the 
GHI membership. 

Schwan’s second offer came after 
repeated assertions by Schmidt 
that the school board was obliga¬ 
ted to purchase the 58-acre par¬ 
cel 2 site for a 3-school complex. 
He said that the board had enter¬ 
ed into contract with the owner 
of the site, Consolidated Syndicates, 
Inc. (Charles Bresler-Theodore 
Lerner), to purchase the land at 
an average price of $8,000 per acre. 
It would become a legal matter, 
Schmidt said, if the board broke 
the contract now. 

Schwan replied that if that were 
the problem, the board could go a- 
head and buy the land, then GHI 
would take it off their hands. Thus, 
the senior high school could be 
built where the city wants it and 
the board would not be tied up with 
its contract. Schmidt asked that 
the offer be put in writing. 

A queston arose as to how bind¬ 
ing the contract was, since the 
State Superintendent of Schools has 
yet to approve the selection of the 
site. Schmidt implied that the ap¬ 
proval of that office was expected 
any day, since it had been notified 
of the school board’s choice. 

Council Indignant 

This answer aroused a storm of 
indignation from the council, who 
had not been notified of the re¬ 
ferral of the matter to the State 
superintendent. Mayor Edgar Smith 
produced a letter dated January 
14, in which Schmidt promised that 
his office would notify the city 
when the site was referred to the 
state superintendent 

Councilman Dick Pilski declared, 
"Never in my life have I seen any 
public body so shabbily treated as 
this council has been in its dealings 
with the school board.” Pilski not 
only referred to this latest inci¬ 
dent but earlier instances when 
the council was invited to attend 
a school board meeting to discuss 
one site, only to have the board 
switch to another site. 

A similar complaint arose Tues¬ 
day night when the school board 
officals, after ignoring for two 
months all requests for documen¬ 
tation of the costs involved in de¬ 
veloping the two sites, unveiled 
last-minute cost estimates showing 
that the Beltway-Lake site would 
cost $84,000 more to develop than 
the Parcel 2 site. Adding in the 
land acquisition costs, school of¬ 
ficials said, would increase the dif¬ 
ference to over $350,000. 

City officials were in no position 
to comment on the costs estimates, 
since this was the first time they 
had heard them. Councilman 
Francis White, however, reminded 
the school board that the city 
stands ready to purchase 5 acres 
valued at $100 000 to help secure the 
Beltway-Lake site and that GHI 
has offered to make available an 
elementary school site valued at 
$60,000. “Thus,” he said, ‘Green¬ 
belt is ready to put up almost half 
the difference in the costs of the 
two sites. This is an indication of 
the grave concern of the communi¬ 
ty.” 


Councilman Bill Hoff then asked 
Schmidt, if it would be possible, in 
light of the new GHI offers, for the 
school board to sit down with the 
city council and work out a solu¬ 
tion to the problem. Schmidt said 
he would relay to the board the in¬ 
vitation, which was repeated by 
Mayor Smith. 

Statements Presented 

Earlier in the evening statements 
were presented by the City, Citi¬ 
zens for a Planned Greenbelt, and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Councilman 
White reiterated the council’s be¬ 
lief that “the scenic location, good 
traffic accessibility and good pedes¬ 
trian accessibility make the lake 
site an excellent location for the 
school — one worth paying extra 
for,” 

Lloyd Moore, chairman of the 
CFPG steering committee, sup¬ 
ported the city position and pre¬ 
sented petitions signed by more 
than 1,700 residents protesting the 
decision of the school board. He 
noted that the petition drive had 
started “during the blizzard of ’66” 
and was going on. 

G(HI president Schwan empha¬ 
sized the adverse impact that the 
location of a senior high school on 
parcel 2 would have on local traf¬ 
fic conditions and on the Green¬ 
belt Master plans prepared for this 
area by the city and MNCPPC. He 
stated that the school board decis¬ 
ion “would mean a loss of on-street 
parking along Ridge Road, a loss 
of green space to GHI and the city; 
a considerable expense to GHI to 
provide off-street parking; a reduc¬ 
tion in property value of some GHI 
homes; and an increased traffic 
hazard.” All this is too high a 
price to pay, he concluded. 

In reply to these statements and 
probing questions from the au¬ 
dience, school board officials as¬ 
serted that the Beltway-Lake site 
was too costly and that the trafffic 
problems created by a senior high 
school on parcel 2 were exagger¬ 
ated. 

School engineer Elliot Robertson 
said that a big item in the differ¬ 
ence in development costs between 
the two sites is that of dirt removal. 
The topography of the Beltway- 
Lake site would require much more 
dirt removal, he said, unless the 
school design was changed. How¬ 
ever, he acknowledged that his 
overall cost estimates did not in¬ 
clude costs that the city of Green- 
belt would have to bear, such as the 
widening of existing streets and 
the construction of a network of 
sidewalks. 

Robertson noted that the Parcel 
2 site would permit a 31-acre senior 
high school to be constructed, com¬ 
plete with full athletic facilites. 
The Beltway-Lake site of 25-acres, 
he said, would not permit this. 
However, the school board attorney, 
Paul Nussbaum. said that the con¬ 
demnation suits for the Beltway- 
Lake site consisted of 32 acres for 
a senior high school site. 

Robertson stated that school traf¬ 
fic engineers have advised him that 
the additonal buses needed to 
transport senior high school stu¬ 
dents into Greenbelt would only 
slightly exceed the number now 
being used to bus Greenbelt chil¬ 
dren out of town. However, he had 
no comment on the increased haz¬ 
ards to pedestrians and small chil¬ 
dren that would be created by the 
location of an elementary school 
next to a senior high school with 
its student driving population. 

Schmidt, when asked as to the 
desirability of a 3-school complex, 
said it is done when necessary, 
though it is not too desirable. Later 
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The following editorial appeared in the Prince Georges Courier 
of Feb . S, 1966. We are repeating it in its entirety because we be¬ 
lieve it expresses very aptly the sentiments of the community with 
respect to the location of the senior high school. 

School Board Fat Seems 
To Be in Greenbelt Fire 

We refrain from commenting on the desirability of either of 
tho sites for a senior high school in the Greenbelt community be¬ 
cause we simply are not familiar enough with the circumstances 
to offer a considered opinion. 

However, there is perhaps a great issue at stake in the ulti¬ 
mate selection of the site on which the school or schools will be 
erected. 

The people of any community in our county should know bet¬ 
ter than anyone else what is best for their community, and the 
people of Greenbelt, it appears, are extremely unhappy because 
their recommendations were rejected in the selection of the school 
site. 

The Board of Education certainly has the interest of the people 
at heart as it administers a difficult school construction program 
in a county simply exploding with population; however, its judg¬ 
ment is not infallible. 

The City Council in Greenbelt has offered a pay for a fifth of 
the land necessary for the school complex in an effort to see that 
the wishes of the people of the community prevail, yet the School 
Board has rejected this offer. 

Great sums of money are involved and the School Board ap- 
oears to be taking the prudent course by accepting the least ex¬ 
pensive land. 

Sometimes the cheapest way is not the best way, and this 
may be the case in this instance. 

The children and the people of Greenbelt will be the users of 
this school complex for many years to come and thus their wishes 
should weigh heavily in any decision, perhaps even outweigh the 
financial consideration. 

The permanent character of a school complex will affect these 
families for generations to come and their willingness to pay a 
substantial part of the cost argues well in support of their views. 

Hopefully the situation can be resolved before the School 
Board finds itself in a position from which it cannot retreat with 
honor. 

It behooves both sides to proceed with understanding of the 
other point of view. _

on, Schmidt said that, in his opin¬ 
ion, neither site was very desirable, 
and received a round of applause. 

Mayor Smth, in his closing re¬ 
marks, stressed to the county dele¬ 
gation the role it can play in as¬ 
suring that lines of communication 
are kept open between the school 
board and other county agencies 
and municipalities. Much concern 
was expressed that school board 
decisions were altering master 
plans without the board's consult¬ 
ing with planning agencies. 

School board members who at¬ 
tended were Thomas F. Hicks, Eu¬ 
gene B- O'Brien, Lynn B. Elmore, 
and Mrs. Louise Yuill. County 
delegates present included Royal
